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Report  of  the  Superintendent 

For  the  Year  Ending  December  31,  1913 


Read  at  the  Eighth  Annual  Meeting  of  The  Smoke  Abatement  League, 

February  20,  1914 


Mr.  President,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen  : 

As  the  years  pass  and  our  work  continues,  grows,  and  we  meet 
in  annual  session  to  consider  it,  to  learn  what  has  been  done  and 
to  devise  better  methods  for  its  successful  prosecution,  it  becomes 
increasingly  evident  at  each  recurring  meeting  that  there  is  less 
need  of  a  long,  elaborate  report  from  your  Superintendent. 
Abraham  Lincoln,  after  four  years  of  bloody  civil  strife,  said,  in 
his  second  inaugural :  “There  is  less  need  of  an  extended  address 
than  at  the  first.  The  state  of  our  arms  is  known  to  you  all,  and 
with  high  hopes  for  the  future  no  prediction  will  be  indulged  in.” 
Paraphrasing  this,  there  is  less  need  each  year  for  much  talk 
and  long  reports.  After  a  campaign  lasting  eight  years  against 
the  smoke  nuisance,  the  state  of  our  work  is  known  to  you  all 
and  to  such  in  our  city  as  care  to  keep  in  touch  with  it.  With  high 
hopes  for  the  future,  with  bright  dreams  for  a  Spotless  Town, 
no  prediction  need  be  indulged  in.  The  work  shall  speak  for  itself 
as  the  years  go  by! 

When  this  movement  was  launched  eight  years  ago  by  a  half 
dozen  men  and  women  of  our  city,  they  began  a  warfare  almost  as 
unexpected,  as  novel  and  unwelcome  as  the  crusade  against  slavery 
eighty  odd  years  ago.  In  truth,  the  League  did  then  and  there 
begin  a  fight  against  slavery  —  the  Slavery  of  Dirt,  of  Soot  and 
of  Smoke !  It  has  been  waged  ever  since  with  varying  degrees 
of  success,  with  the  result,  on  the  whole,  vastly  in  our  favor.  There 
is  still  smoke  even  from  manufacturing  plants  —  there’s  no  doubt 
of  that;  but  it  is  the  exception  in  most  instances,  not  the  rule. 
Public  sentiment,  once  hostile  or  indifferent,  is  now  distinctly  in 
our  favor,  and  demands  abatement  of  smoke.  This  is  shown  by 
the  fact  that  upon  nearly  every  plant  in  town  which  smoked  — 
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and  they  nearly  all  did  so  when  the  League  was  launched  — -  sums 
of  money,  some  of  them  very  large,  have  been  spent  in  order  to 
obtain  nearer  smokeless  conditions.  But  plants,  alas !  are  like 
small  boys  —  hard  “to  stay  put !”  They  are  continually  getting 
out  of  repair,  even  after  strenuous  efforts  and  much  cash  have 
been  spent  upon  them.  The  reason  is  not  always  known  or  appar¬ 
ent;  and  the  public,  looking  on  and  not  in  possession  of  all  the 
facts,  blames  the  plant  owner,  the  League  and  the  City  Hall.  All 
have  done  their  best,  but  that  best  is  not  always  sufficient  to  please 
the  public,  under  existing  ordinances. 

Some  may  say,  “What  need  for  the  Smoke  Abatement  League 
when  the  city  has  taken  hold  of  this  question  in  earnest  and  has 
an  efficient  staff  of  inspectors?”  The  answer  is  very  short  and 
simple.  As  an  independent  organization,  the  League  occupies  an 
unique  position,  in  that  it  can  not  possibly  be  exposed  to  the 
dangers  incident  to  a  change  of  administration  at  the  City  Hall. 
The  need  for  a  definite,  fixed  center  or  rallying-point  for  the  forces 
opposed  to  smoke,  independent  of  and  uninfluenced  by  all  political 
strife  and  changes,  was  never  more  strikingly  manifest.  It  is  the 
one  hope  of  this  movement. 

When  the  League  was  launched,  Mr.  Dempsey  occupied  the 
Mayor’s  chair.  He  was  succeeded  by  Mayor  Markbreit,  who  died 
in  office  and  whose  term  was  completed  by  Mr.  Galvin.  Mayor 
Schwab  came  next,  and  was  succeeded  by  Mayor  Hunt,  who  in 
turn  gave  way  to  Mayor  Spiegel,  January  1,  1914.  Thus  the 
League  has  existed  under  five  different  city  administrations  — 
two  Democratic  and  three  Republican  —  but  its  policy  has  re¬ 
mained  steadfast  and  consistent  throughout.  Parties  and  mayors 
may  come  and  go ;  but  the  League  goes  on  until  its  work  is  done 
and  we  become  practically  a  smokeless  city.  We  work  heartily 
with  the  constituted  authorities,  whomsoever  they  are,  knowing  no 
party  but  that  of  the  people.  If,  as  reported  in  the  public  prints, 
Mayor  Spiegel  retains  Mr.  Arthur  G.  Hall  as  Chief  Smoke  In¬ 
spector,  the  League  heartily  rejoices.  We  co-operate  with  him 
and  work  in  perfect  harmony. 

Our  diary  or  daily  journal  shows  that  the  League  made  95,346 
separate  and  distinct  watchings  during  the  year  1913,  from  twenty 
minutes  to  four  hours,  or  a  monthly  average  of  7,945.  Of  these 
total  watchings,  12,202  were  of  railroad  locomotives,  roundhouses 
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and  power  plants;  83,144  were  of  manufacturing  and  other  plants. 
May  showed  the  greatest  total,  9,909  ;  September  the  least,  5,418. 
Two  hundred  and  eighty-five  complaint-notices  were  sent  out; 
1,031  telephone  calls  received  and  sent;  440  visits  made  to  plants, 
and  1,725  letters  written.  Furthermore,  to  conduct  the  office 
required  the  collection  of  something  over  $5,000,  as  our  Treas¬ 
urer’s  report  will  show.  These  statistical  figures  do  not  equal 
those  of  the  year  1912,  because  in  October  last  we  lost  a  valuable 
inspector,  Mr.  Horace  E.  Carpenter,  who  went  into  another  line 
of  work.  Our  best  wishes  attend  him  in  his  new  field  of  labor. 

During  the  year  1913  the  Ohio  Mechanics’  Institute  gave  a 
course  of  lectures  to  stationary  engineers  and  firemen,  in  order 
to  teach  them  how  to  operate  their  plants  smokelessly  and  to 
secure  more  heat  out  of  the  fuel  they  use.  A  class  of  about  twenty 
men  enrolled,  and  was  taught  by  competent  instructors  the  theory 
of  combustion;  then  taken  to  plants  in  operation  and  shown  the 
actual  practice  necessary  to  secure  good  results.  The  League’s 
two  inspectors  attended  this  course,  which  was  made  possible  only 
through  the  generosity  of  Mrs.  Charles  P.  Taft;  and  received 
diplomas  at  its  close. 

The  growth  of  the  idea  for  which  we  stand  is  shown  by  the 
fact  that  the  City  Club,  our  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  the  Busi¬ 
ness  Men’s  Club  has  each  a  committee  on  smoke  abatement;  the 
Lhiited  Smoke  Abatement  Committee,  composed  of  representative 
men  from  various  professional  bodies,  is  working  with  us.  Fur¬ 
thermore,  the  teachers  in  our  public  schools  and  sociological  centers 
are  having  talks  delivered  before  the  Mothers’  and  other  clubs 
upon  this  subject.  This  is  just  exactly  what  we  desire.  Attention, 
Discussion,  Agitation,  these  three ;  but  the  greatest  of  these  is 
Agitation.  All  are  absolutely  necessary  in  our  work ;  and,  when 
secured,  good  results  inevitably  follow.  Even  Denunciation  has 
its  uses :  it  sometimes  leads  to  Investigation. 

In  my  annual  reports  for  both  1911  and  1912  much  attention 
was  paid  to  legislation  upon  the  subject  of  smoke,  which  was  most 
welcome  as  supplementing  and  strengthening  that  already  upon 
our  statute  books ;  but  that  of  1913  was  even  more  valuable.  On 
the  28th  of  January  our  Common  Council  passed  an  ordinance 
providing  for  a  Commission  of  four  persons  to  draft  regulations 
for  Boiler,  Furnace  and  Stack  Installations,  to  be  appointed  by 


the  Mayor.  Chief  Inspector  Hall  and  three  other  gentlemen, 
equally  well  qualified,  constituted  this  Commission.  Submitting 
their  report  in  July,  it  was  ratified  and  confirmed  by  Council  on 
September  30th.  The  very  name  of  this  Commission  indicates  its 
nature  and  renders  comment  upon  its  work  unnecessary.  Suffice 
it  to  say  that  the  adoption  of  this  Code  is  a  long  step  forward  in 
smoke  prevention.  Its  good  effects  are  not  so  apparent  today; 
they  will  develop  in  years  to  come.  The  erection  in  the  future  of 
plants  which  might  produce  smoke  is  effectually  estopped,  under 
heavy  penalties.  There  was  no  legislation  upon  this  question  at 

Columbus,  even  though  the  Legislature  was  in  session. 

If  it  be  true  that  there  is  less  and  less  need  each  year  for 
words,  for  an  extended  report,  surely  there  should  be  less  and  less 
need  of  making  arrests.  I  made  but  6  last  year,  as  opposed  to  52 
in  the  year  1909.  Why?  Because  of  the  actual  progress  made 
and  smoke  eliminated ;  because  of  the  greater  diffusion  of  knowl¬ 
edge  upon  the  subject  of  smoke  abatement ;  because  of  the  greater 
interest  shown  in  this  cause  on  the  part  of  the  public  and  partic¬ 
ularly  by  those  engaged  in  manufacturing  or  using  power ;  because 
of  the  greater  efficiency  of  the  City  Inspector’s  office ;  and,  lastly, 
by  the  adoption  of  the  new  Boiler,  Furnace  and  Stack  Code  already 
referred  to.  All  these  things  indicate  progress.  Who  would  main¬ 
tain  that  our  manufacturers  were  law  breakers  and  required  an 
arrest  and  appearance  in  Police  Court  to  make  them  do  their  duty 
in  conforming  to  the  anti-smoke  ordinance?  The  vast  majority 
are  not  such ;  whatever  smoke  they  make  is  due  to  thoughtlessness 
or  to  unfortunate  conditions.  Watchings  and  reports  should  cor¬ 
rect  the  former ;  the  technical  knowledge  obtained  at  the  City  Hall 
“without  money  and  without  price”  will  correct  the  latter. 

Among  the  plants  showing  improvement  during  the  past  year, 
none  can  be  cited  of  the  magnitude  of  the  Fleischmann  Co.  and 
the  Procter  &  Gamble  Co.,  per  our  1912  report;  although  the  latter 
plant  continued  the  good  work  referred  to  in  that  report.  They 
completely  rebuilt  their  main  steam  generating  plant,  removed 
their  old  boilers,  which  were  hand-fired,  and  installed  a  complete 
new  equipment  of  boilers  and  automatic  stokers.  They  also 
erected  two  new  brick  chimneys  for  this  plant.  Orders  have  been 
placed  for  further  installations  next  spring,  which  will  tend  to 
make  this  mammoth  plant  practically  smokeless,  which  happy 
result  can  not  now  be  much  further  off.

There  were  other  signal  cases  of  improvement,  though  Cin¬ 
cinnati  used  more  soft  coal  in  1913  than  in  any  prior  year  of  her 
history.  The  Johnston  Building,  which  the  League  has  had  twice 
in  court,  made  the  greatest  advance  during  the  past  twelve  months. 
By  a  thorough  overhauling  of  the  plant  and  conforming  to  written 
instructions  given  them  by  the  City  Hall,  they  literally  wrought 
a  transformation  changing  their  stack  from  a  most  smoky  one 
to  practically  a  smokeless  one.  The  P.  Echert  Factory,  the  Com¬ 
mercial  Tribune  Building  and  the  Hartwell  power  plant  of  the 
Cincinnati  Street  Ry.  Co.  installed  stokers ;  Alms  &  Doepke 
lengthened  their  stack  about  fifty  feet  and  introduced  new  baffles ; 
Simmons  &  Co.  and  the  Troy  Laundry  each  put  in  a  gas  engine; 
the  Havlin  Hotel  installed  stokers  (though  of  the  same  type  as 
heretofore),  and  thereby  greatly  improved;  the  John  Shillito  Com¬ 
pany  put  in  new  boilers ;  the  Home  Steam  Avondale  Laundry  Co. 
a  new  device ;  the  Felss  Flour  Milling  Co.  now  uses  a  gas  engine, 
and  thereby  transformed  itself  from  a  dreadful  smoker  to  a 
smokeless  stack.  Others  entitled  to  honorable  mention  for  various 
reasons  are  Val.  Duttenhofer  Factory  No.  2,  White’s  Restaurant, 
French  Bros.-Bauer  Co.,  C.  &  A.  Kreimer,  the  Charles  Boldt  Co., 
Rheinstrom  Brothers,  Western  Paper  Goods  Co.,  Burnet  House 
and  Benjamin  Hey  &  Co.  A  number  improved  through  the  use 
of  natural  gas,  among  them  being  several  bakeries,  the  Acme 
Tanning  Co.,  Queen  City  Distilled  Ice  Co.,  A.  Sander  Packing  Co., 
Moerlein  Brewing  Co.,  Rookwood  Pottery,  Park  and  Excelsior 
laundries,  New  York  Coat  &  Apron  Supply  Co.,  Jung  Brewing 
Co.,  and  the  Geo.  Zehler  Provision  Co. 

The  railroads  have  given  great  concern  to  our  people  for  a 
long  time  because  they  have  created  the  greatest  volume  of  smoke. 
With  the  vast  improvement  apparent  in  the  business  and  manu¬ 
facturing  districts,  their  smoke  became  greater  by  contrast !  In 
my  1912  report  electrification  was  asked  of  them ;  but,  with  the 
failure  of  the  new  union  depot  project  to  materialize,  with  which 
it  was  closely  allied,  it  too  went  by  the  board.  LTpon  the  written 
opinion  of  a  high  class  expert  trained  in  railroad  matters,  a  com¬ 
parison  can  not  be  made  between  Cincinnati  and  New  York,  in 
which  electrification  obtains.  All  traffic  enters  the  metropolis 
through  the  Pennsylvania  and  New  York  Central  stations,  while 
our  trains  come  in  from  all  points  of  the  compass,  and  do  not 
concentrate  until  well  within  the  city.  These  conditions  would 
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require  the  expenditure  of  immense  sums  of  money,  which  even 
if  expended  would  not  solve  all  the  difficulties.  The  congestion 
within  the  freight  yards,  already  great,  would  be  greater ;  and  the 
use  of  the  third  rail  extremely  dangerous.  By  a  city  ordinance 
entitled  “For  Smoke  Abatement  by  Requiring  Mechanical  Stokers 
in  Locomotives/’  passed  September  30th,  1913,  our  Common  Coun¬ 
cil  took  a  decided  step  in  advance.  This  ordinance  provides  “that 
all  railroad  yard  and  switch  locomotives  operated  within  the  City 
of  Cincinnati  shall  be  equipped  with  mechanical  stokers  or  devices 
for  firing  said  locomotives  mechanically.”  Thirty  percent  (30%) 
of  these  must  be  so  equipped  within  one  year;  sixty  per  cent 
(60%)  within  two  years;  and  the  remainder  by  three  years  from 
the  passage  of  this  ordinance.  Any  violation  of  its  provisions 
calls  for  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $50.00  nor  more  than  $100.00  per 
day.  The  mechanical  stoker  has  been  invented,  installed  and  is 
in  use  in  Pittsburgh  and  other  cities ;  and  the  Pennsylvania  has 
been  using  one  here.  The  results  were  highly  satisfactory,  and 
great  things  are  expected  of  them. 

But  the  chief  event  of  the  year  in  railroad  circles  of  interest 
to  us  was  the  formation  of  the  Cincinnati  Railways  Smoke  Inspec¬ 
tion  Bureau,  with  headquarters  in  the  Carew  Building.  The  Ches¬ 
apeake  &  Ohio,  Cincinnati,  Hamilton  &  Dayton,  Big  Four,  Louis¬ 
ville  &  Nashville,  Baltimore  &  Ohio,  Norfolk  &  Western,  C.  N.  O. 
&  T.  P.,  C.  L.  &  N.,  and  Pennsylvania  support  this  organization, 
which  was  inaugurated  October  1st.  Mr.  G.  H.  Funk,  a  thor¬ 
oughly  efficient  and  practical  man,  is  at  its  head  with  the  title  of 
General  Smoke  Inspector.  He  has  under  him  four  deputy  in¬ 
spectors  who  cover  the  city  from  east  to  west  and  from  the  river 
to  our  northern  limits  as  well  as  possible,  and  report  to  him  daily 
the  results  of  their  observations.  The  slightest  violation  of  the 
ordinance  is  noted ;  and  as  the  deputy  is  a  man  trained  in  handling 
a  locomotive,  he  can  easily  “get  next”  to  the  offender  and  assist 
him  in  promptly  ending  the  nuisance.  A  marked  improvement  in 
the  railroad  situation  is  already  noticeable,  and  greater  things  are 
promised  and  expected.  As  the  result  of  these  inspections,  of¬ 
fenders  are  reprimanded  or  summarily  expelled  from  the  service. 
The  railroads  have  shown  their  willingness  and  good  faith  by  sup¬ 
porting  this  Smoke  Inspection  Bureau,  and  deserve  the  thanks  of 
the  public. 
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We  respectfully  and  cordially,  yet  earnestly  invite  all  our 
people  interested  in  this  righteous  cause  —  and  we  want  all  inter¬ 
ested  !  —  to  join  us  and  display  an  active  sympathy  with  it.  Passive, 
negative  support  is  not  enough  ;  there  must  be  action,  affirmative  ac¬ 
tion,  and  real  co-operation.  It  takes  funds  to  conduct  a  campaign, 
to  wage  a  war  such  as  this.  The  League  has  never  made  an  appeal 
in  the  newspapers  for  assistance  and  does  not  intend  to  do  so. 
It  relies  upon  the  voluntary  contributions  of  those  whose  civic 
pride  is  such  that  they  can  not  rest  until  this  pall  over  us  be  for¬ 
ever  lifted.  The  good  people  of  Cincinnati  have  shown  their  de¬ 
votion  to  this  idea  and  confidence  in  the  League’s  agents  by  faith¬ 
fully  and  generously  contributing  to  its  support  during  the  past 
eight  years.  We  have  never  lacked ;  and  although  we  have  passed 
through  many  dark  hours  and  over  rough  places,  have  survived 
them  all,  and  close  the  year  1913  with  a  cash  balance  more  than 
twice  as  great  as  that  of  a  year  ago.  Our  hearty  thanks  are  due 
and  hereby  extended  to  all  who  have  contributed  to  this  most  grati¬ 
fying  result.  Organized  solely  for  smoke  abatement,  it  stands 
unique  of  its  kind,  and  so  far  as  we  are  advised,  is  the  only 
league  on  the  North  American  Continent.  There  are  but  few  in 
Europe. 

We  are  all  deeply,  vitally  interested  in  the  welfare  of  our 
beloved  city,  whose  prosperity  and  well-being  are  dear  to  us.  If 
the  crusade  against  smoke  injured  its  business  life  by  keeping 
manufacturing  plants  or  population  away  from  us,  one  might  pause 
ere  he  pushed  the  agitation  too  far;  but  there  need  be  no  fear  of 
that.  Quite  the  reverse  is  true.  People  are  not  drawn  to  unclean 
surroundings,  nor  does  capital  invest  where  the  laws  are  not  en¬ 
forced;  and  the  laws  against  smoke  are  preeminently  fair  and 
reasonable.  There  is  no  hardship  in  them  to  any. 

The  outlook  is  bright  indeed,  because  of  the  awakened  desire 
of  our  people  to  be  rid,  once  for  all,  of  that  which  formerly 
covered  our  city  literally,  like  a  pall,  and  which  even  now  at  times 
partially  does  so.  Not  a  single  sound  argument  has  ever  been 
advanced  in  support  of  smoke.  Encouraged  by  our  success,  we 
shall  continue  this  fight  with  faith  renewed  and  strengthened,  with 
greater  courage  and  persistency  and  will  even  more  indomitable, 
always  acting  in  the  spirit  of  Lincoln’s  words,  which  we  paraphrase 
“With  malice  toward  none” —  yet  expecting  obedience  from  all !
